000 Germans have been killed, 600.- 
000 are missing or prisoners. Here 
is an immediate loss of 1,700,000. Of 
the 2,800,000 remaining casualties, not 
more than 60 per cent have been re- 
turned to the firing line, and despite 
various claims, this is a high esti- 
mate. This adds 1,100,000 to the per- 
manent loss, which makes it 2,800,000. 

Now, France has, with extreme ef- 
fort, succeeded in mobilizing approx- 
imately one-sixth of her population. 
Germany may have done a little bet- 
ter—but not much. Her advantage 
in this respect would be due to her 
use of populations of conquered dis- 
tricts and prisoners. Granted that 
Germany has been able to mobilize 


one-sixth of her population, this must 


be reckoned on the basis of 19 years 
ago; that is, the year in which the 
boys now 19 were born, for this is 
obviously the year that is appropri- 
ate. German population then was not 
70,000,000 nor even 60,000,000; it was 
nearer 55,000,000. Thus, at the max- 
imum, Germany has been able to 
muster not much more than 9,000,000.

It is quite 
clear, then, that even if Russia quits 
the Wahu any. cannot, by 
bringing all her eastern’ troops west. 
equal the French and. British 
numbers. As to transferring Aus- 
trians, granted it were possible, which 
is unlikely, Italy has sufficient re- 
Serves to send more troops to France 
than Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey 
combined. I dwell on this detail be- 
cause in certain quarters, and for ob- 
vious purposes, gréat importance is 
being attached to this detail. 

It is, in point of fact, unlikely that 
Russia will make peace If she does 
not, very few German troops and 
no Austrian can be moved west. The 


truth is that the eastern line has al- 


ready been skimmed so deeply that 
the Russians were able to accomplish 
much before their recent offense col- 
lapsed. 


The Problem of Russia. 

Now, given the figures which I 
have set. forth, I believe that before 
next July the Germans will have to 
choose between a wide retreat in the 
west and a great disaster—the dis- 
aster which came to ‘Lee in 1864, 
when he remained too long in the 
lines about Richmond, and to Napo- 
leon when he kept his armies in East- 
ern Germany after Dresden, in 1813. 
And a wide retreat must. be, as Na- 
poleon’s retreat after Leipzig, a con- 
fession of defeat. 

So much for tha question of men. 
Germany has not the reserves for an- 
other great offensive. She has not 
the reserves to last another year of 
such pounding as the last, and her 
western foes, with the help of the 
United States, Lave the men. Before 
the year is over I am satisfied the 
British will give us a new and con- 
vincing evidence of the real situation. 


Germans Long Outgunned. 

As to guns, the Germans have been 
outgunned in the west for more than 
a year. Their own official reports 
have again and-again conceded this. 
Fewer guns mean greater casualties, 
and if this condition persists—as it 
must—it means the gradual break- 
down of morale—a fact already prov- 
en by German surrender—85,000 at 
the Somme, 28,000 at the Aisne, 30,000 
at Arras and Ypres and 17,000 at Ver- 
dun, 160,000 in four battles, together 
with more than 500 guns. 

On the material side it is exceed- 
ingly unlikely that Germany can be 
starved out, but another year will 
bring greater hardships, greater suf- 
fering, and a failure of Crops would 
mean ruin. Germany has suffered 
for two years more than Britain or 
France is yet suffering, or will suf- 
fer for a year, and the mora) effect is

Elkus’ personality had so ix-ressed the 
Turks that the Sultan’s Government insisted 
upon his remaining in Constentinople untsl 


could, without danger of a relapse, under- 
take the long and arduous journey to Amer- 
wa. He had continued the excellent impres- 
ston created by hts predecessor, Henry Mor- 
genthau, and by his efficiency and kindl- 
ness had done more than make himself pop- 
ular in Turkey—he had made the United 
States popular. Wrthout -any. diplomatic 
training, this’ plain American lau: yer who, 
until then, had been distinguished only by 


in an extremely diffieult diplomatic post. 
While engaged upon an errand of mercy, 
visiting a Red Cross soup kitchen, he con- 
tracted the infection which so nearly cost 
him his life. Since his return to the Umted 
States tt has been my good fortune to pass 
several hours with Mr. Elkus, and the gist 
of what I have learned from him about con- 
ditions in Turkey is recorded, by his per- 
mission, in the following notes. 

YArmenia was uppermost in my thoughts 
18 1 talked with Mr. Elkus. Peaceful, in- 
dustrious, intelligent Armenia, ay intellec- 
tual people, clever im practical affairs and 
of lofty idealism. When Turkey entered 
the war there were two million Armemans, 
hut the atrocities of 1915 and 1916 very 
greatly reduced their number. How system- 
atic the butchery and how wholesale the 
slaughter may be judged from this scrap of 
documentary evidence which lifts but a cor- 
ner of the veil covering one of the most ter- 
rible crimes in the history of mankand,

Maine village, who, while working in a 
New England restaurant, met a fairly well-to-do 
Armenian and married him. After a son was born 
to them the young couple decided to go on a visit 
to her husband’s people and were in Armenia 
when the war broke out. She arrived at the 
American embassy in August, 1916, in the most 
pitiful condition—literally in rags and covered 
with vermin—having carried her little boy 
through 700 miles of difficult country to safety. 
She was taken care of by the American Red Cross 
and is today back in the United States with her 
family. ‘These are her own words, taken down 
by a stenographer at the embassy and incorporat- 
ed into an affidavit now on file in the State De- 
partment: 

“In September, 1913, my husband, my little 
son and I went to Harassa to pay a visit to my 
husband’s father and step-mother. While we 
were on the way my husband’s father died. We 
didn’t know this till we reached Harassa. Then 
my husband paid his father’s debts and after that 
hadn’t enough money left to return at once to 
America. So he stayed and worked his father's 
farm for the benefit of his step-mother and broth- 
er, intending to return to America as soon as he 
had earned money enough. He never formally 


it to his relatives. When the war broke out he 
was not allowed to leave and had to pay a tax 
to escape military service. 

“During the winter of 1915 there was already 
talk of trouble for the Armenians in our village. 
In May and April (1916) the police came and 
searched for arms. They got everything there 
was. In the beginning of June, one Wednesday 
about sunset, two soldiers came and said that the 
Police Chief at Chimiskesek, a nearby village, 
‘wanted my husband. I was frightened, because 
I thought they were going to take him again as 
a soldier. They had done this to a great many 
men who had paid the exemption tax. 

“My husband was the first one taken from Har.

me and the boy. I found him crying. He would 
not say what was the matter, but he said to me: 
‘You and the boy are all right, but 1 am not.’ We 
said good-by. I went back to Harassa. I never 
saw him again. He was drowned soon after by 
the Turks. , 

“A week after my husband was gone the police 
came to Harassa Saturday night. Sunday morn- 
ing the Chief ordered all of us to go to Bartaju, 
a nearby village. Nearly all the Armenians went 
except a few who ran away. The men were put 
into one room and the women into another. There 
were 39 men and over 50 women. and children. 
Some old women stayed back in Harassa. 

“About sunset they ordered the men out. The 
police bound the men together at the elbows, back 
to back. Two brothers asked to be bound together, 
so they could die together. When I saw these 
things happening I went to my husband’s friend 
and asked him what they were going’ to do. He 
said: ‘We are doomed.’ He told me to go back in 
the house and keep his wife there ‘till we are all 
gone.’ I went in and found his wife lying down. 
So I went up on: the roof again and saw them 
go. The police drove them to the river bank and 
made them stand in line there. They they forced 
the men over into the water, two by two. I saw 
four go into the water. Then I turned away. 
When I looked again all were gone. 

“After that the police took us back to Harassa. 
The people who had run away returned that’ even- 
ing. They were shot. I saw two of them killed. 
One was my husband’s uncle.

eT: next day the police left. But they 
| came back after a few days. All the 
women, myself included, were ordered 
out into the street. But they did not allow me to 


stay. with the others because I was an American. . 


The rest of the women were ordered away and 
those who refused to go were whipped. After 
three days they came back. Very soon they were 
ordered away again: This time the Turks from 


our village went along. About midnight the ) 


Turks returned. I asked about the women and 
was told they were ‘all in the water.’ 

“T stayed three months in Harassa with a Turk- 
ish man who had taken one of the Armenian wom- 
en for his wife. Then.I went to Chimiskesek. All 
the men were gone out of the town. Only wom- 
en and children were left. They were not al- 
lowed to speak Armenian, but had been forced 
to become Turkish, mostly wives of Turks. Then 


I came to’Constantinopie. On the way, riding in( 
the wagon, I saw the bones of what I was told !

done? The atrocities committed by the Turks in 
Armenia are perhaps no worse than those of 
which the Germans themselves have been guilty 
in Belgium and France, but there is something 
peculiarly horrible in the cold-blooded extermi- 
nation of a brave and cultured people. What in- 
terest had Germany in allowing this thing to be 
done? The only explanation that can be offered 
is that Germany wanted the Armenians extermi- 
nated because it suited the purpose of her com- 
mercial greed.

Of all the people of Asia Minor, the Armenians 
are the most skillful and the best artisans’ and 
professional men. The Turk, who was never of 
any use except as a fighter, has to a great extent 
ceased to be a warrior nation and has become 
an. agricultural people. But 80 per cent of the ja 
commerce and industry of the land is in the hands 
of non-Mohammedans, largely in the hands of Ar- 
menians.

The Armenians are the tanners, the molders, 
the blacksmiths, the tailors, the carpenters, the 
clay workers; the weavers, the shoemakers, the 
jewelers, ‘the pharmacists, the doctors, the law- 
yers of Asia Minor, and of the Turkish empire. 
They are at heart a conservative people and for 
hundreds of years their trade has been done 
with France’and England. They. do not take 
kindly to German goods. Therefore, Germany 
closed her eyes while ‘Turkey was exterminating 
them. The presence of the Armenian was a 
menace, or at least threatened to retard the pan- 
German development of Mittel Europa. When 
the Armenians were killed Germany could at her 
leisure: populate the southern shores of the Black 
Sea and send throughout Asia Minor the Ger- 
man-speaking Polish Jews of Galicia, who have 
never been popular among the Slavs, but who 
could easily take the place of the Armenians in 
compassing the economic‘domination of the Turk.

FRANCHISE DEALS INVALID. 

The effort to make an advantageous arrange- 
ment with the city for the United Railways 
through a deal with the dominant political party 
is doomed to failure. It should fail, because a 
public utility ought to be dealt with on business 
principles and not by political bargains. 

The Post-Dispatch stopped the scheme to rail- 
road the “bargain” bill through the Board of Al- 
dermen. Time is thus given for an examination 
of the bills and for a survey of the situation. Even 
if the railroading scheme had gone through the 
“bargain” would have been a failure, because the 
city administration has no power to make a deal 
with a public utility corporation binding. It can- 
not, as in the old days, give away fat franchises 
and hand out permits to loot the public. 

The city is powerless to enter into a bad contract 
that will hold. In the first place, the contract will 
be governed by the protective clauses of the char- 
ter, a summary of which the Post-Dispatch has 
printed. In the second place, the people have the 
referendum and can reject and nullify any fran- 
chise ordinance passed by the city. In the third 
place, the State Public Service Commission has 
the power to determine the earning value of pub- 
lic utilities, to fix earnings and rates and to en- 
force regulations. 

The potential usefulness of the State Public 
Service Commission is demonstrated in the light 
of the bargain the city administration and the 
United Railways Co. agreed upon. The commis- 
sion has complete power to regulate public utili- 
ties. It can checkmate any vicious deal of the 
plunderbund with the politicians. It can protect 
the people from bad deals embodied in ‘“‘bargain’”’. 
legislation. 

The only adjustment between the city and the 
public utility which is possible under the laws 
is one based upon just dealing and sound busi- 
ness principles. ‘ ' 

The earning value must be correct, the earning 
rate fair, the city must retain its rights and pow- 
ers, provision must be made for extensions and 
improvements, for adequate service now and in 
the future. Fares must be reduced whenever the 
earnings justify it. |

Schools in Mississippi recently there was adopt- 
ed without dissent that the school question should 
entirely be removed from politics.

| PROFITABLE LIVESTOCK. 

The prospect for big crops and the lure of high 
prices for grain in the cash market for the coming 
autumn are upsetting old standards of values for 
the American farmer. It is to be hoped, however, | 
that he will not let the superficial attraction of 
quick cash blind him to his personal #1terest and 
his patriotic duty in feeding at least as much 
livestock as he has hitherto done. 

The relative diminution in the number of beef 
cattle raised on small farms for the last few 
years has already become a serious matter. Cat- 
tle raising formerly was attended by market- 
ing risks, but a single good year was enough to 
offset several bad ones. As the price of grain has 
been rising steadily, many farmers have become 
persuaded that it is better to make a smaller but 
surer profit through selling it direct than to take 
the chances of a problematically richer return 
through feeding it to their own stock. Hogs al- 
ways turn feed into profitable meat. 

They need worry no longer about that. For 
several years to come good beef cattle are cer- 
tain of a favorable market. The people need. 
meat as certainly as they need bread and a pos- 
sible shortage of meat is less remote than a pos- 
sible shortage of bread. 

Nor can the smal}-producer afford to overlook 
the opportunity for making money out of horses 
and mules. High prices offered for only average 
animals by army wuyers are sufficient evidence 
of a shortage. Horses and mules are as essen- 
tial in modern warfare as men and guns. Ger-

CHAPTER VIL. 
Ira MacBeard. 


RA MacBEARD was the son of a street scav- 
enger who had carried on his occupation, with 
the exception of irregular intermissions caused 
by delirium tremens, until his untimely demise 
during one of these unauthorized holidays. The 

son, bred in the New York gutters, had distin- 
guished himself at an early.age by his abnormal 
~nental powers. 

He had won scholarship after scholarship, cul- 
wutnating with one at a distinguished university, 
where he became a professor. | 

Ira MacBeard was one of those rare men who are 
recognized by their contemporaries as master 
minds. To the public he was unknown, but among 
the learned he was mentioned in the same treath 
with Faraday, Sir Isaac Newton and Lavoisier. 
Halfield of the March Hares’ Club had once hon- 
ored him by publicly comparing him with James I. 

Among other things, he had, by means of fourth- 
dimensional geometry, computed mathematically 
the exact relationship between the diameter of a 
circle and its circumference. 

He had discovered the secret of cold light, and 
had received a fortune from one of the largest 
electrical companies for destroying his papers. This 
enabled him to free himself from the poverty in 
which he had lived. 

He had bisected an ion—upon a blackboard; a 
thing considered theoretically impossible. 

He had solved the problem of utilizing solar en- 
ergy, although he had not succeeded in making his 
process valuable commercially. 

Unfortunately, like many men of genius, Mac- 
Beard had one disastrous failing. He had trained 
himself intellectually at the expense of his moral 
faculties. He had never learned to control his 
primal gutter-urchin propensities. 

. He was a thief. 

A man can have the brain of a Bacon with the 
moral atrophy of a Captain Kidd. Thus it was 
with MacBeard. Intellectually he was one of the 
most honored of American citizens. Morally he 
was just where he had been when his drunken 
father thrashed him for stealing pennies. 

He did not steal big things, but little ones, and 
everyone knows that this is more damning socially. 

He would never have been tempted to forge a 
check for a million dollars. There reason would 
have had play. But he was discovered taking a 


‘gumber of pieces of inexpensive jewelry from the 


rooms of one of the university professors. The 
honored leader of science was miserably confront- 
ed with a policeman while he was pawning 4 
fellow professor's wife’s gold watch in a back 
street of the town. 

They called it kleptomania and let him resign. 
But it was not kleptomania; it was theft. Mac- 
Beard’s career was finished. The only club that 
would admit. him to membership was the In- 
ventors’—and that only because the furious bick- 
erings of its members had compelled the passage 
of a rule that there should be no blackballing. 
Anyone could join the Inventors’ Club, but only 
inventors wanted to. a, 

MacBeard, embittered, brooded oVer his wrongs. 
They assumed monstrous proportions in his mind. 
He was already approaching 50; he believed that 
at death the soul perishes with the body, and the 
thought of his gigantic brain being obliterated 
filled him with frenzy. He wanted to make a last- 
ing mark upon the world. 

He was the loneliest man in the world, and the 
brainiest. He planned schemes of revenge upon 
humanity which, hatched in the brain of any 
other, would have been a proof of insanity. 

His first idea was to use his solar-energy plant 
to produce simultaneous eruptions of the volca- 
noes in Italy and Iceland, Japan and California 
upon an unprecedented scale. A lava desert should 
cover all the tilled fields and cities, burying man 
a thousand feet under its surface and obliterating 
civilization. 

The science and art of nineteenth-twentieths of 
the world would disappear. MacBeard not only 
hated the world, which had made him an outcast, 
but he despised it intellectually as beyond redemp- 
tion. He wanted to bestride its ruins as a super- 
man, a god.

ALLIES THAN iN 


Lord Robert Cecil Says Entente|; 
Countries Are Better Pre- 
pared; Compares Conditions. 


Spectal Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, Aug. 4.—Lord Robert Cecil, 
Under Foreign Secretary and Minister of 
Blockade, in a statement for the Post- 
Dispatch, comparing conditions in Ger- 
many with conditions in the allied coun- 
tries, said that the most significant de- 
velopment in Germany was the attempt 
to exploit the Stockholm conference to 
mobilize for peace. 
“Germany has tried to capture the So- 
cialist movement,’’ he said. 
“Another development in Germany of 
marked significance is the very great 
loss of confidence. There is now more 
talk of holding out to prevent defeat 
than ever before and comparatively little 
talk of victory.: There is a move toward 
democracy, which may be sincere or 
otherwise.”’ 
Lord Robert said: “The allies are far 
better prepared to go through another 
winter than Germany is. There has 
been very little change in Englana. We 
had no delight in war. We find it re- 
pulsive and always thought it would be 
We went into this horrible experience for 
adequate reasons. England is better 
prepared to go through another winter 
than Germany.” 
Commenting on the Kaiser's latest 
message, in which he said no gamble is 
being made with German blood, Lord 
Robert observed: 
“It is a gamble. I want to know what 
the Germans mean by security of fron- 
tiers. The junkers are still unconvinced 
that they should abandon their aims of 
war, which include first the military or 
economic occupation of Belgium.” 


Lord Roberts declared that the Ger- 
mans made a great mistake when they 
did not state their war aims when re- 
quested to do so by President Wilson, 
and added: 

“They made a mistake also tn trying to 
minimize to their people what Amer- 
ica’s entry into the war meant. Amer- 
fea’s strength is prodigious. They now 
realize how foolish it was to belittle it.”’ 

A great moral impression, Lord Rob 
erts said, has been made on the Ger 
mans by their fear that the allies are 
smashing their after~war commercial 
prospects. .

LONDON, July 15.—“‘The coolest thing 

I've seen out there,” said a private of 

the Argyll and SutfMerlands, “was after

Sometimes it happens in open fight- 
ing that you hold, not a trench, but 
just a line of shell holes. This time our 
Shell holes were next to a battalion of 
the Gordons that mostly came from 
Morayshire, my country, and as things 
were quiet except for a bit of shelling, 
I just dropped into a shell eT where 
the Gordons were.

The war has added nearly $16,000,000,000 
to the German debt, and Germany had 
‘no such accumulation of capital as 
Great Britain, Franee or the Unitedd 
States, If it is prolonged for another year 
it will take a toll of the wealth produc- 
ing population far greater than that of 
any other nation. Today Britain’s cas- 
valties are not a third of the German, 
and casualties mean the loss of the best 
of the productive element in the popula- 
tion. 

In my judgment, Germany cannot, for 
these reasons, carry the war on until 
Nov. 1, 1918. I do not believe that she 
will attempt to do it if the United States 
sends half a million troops to the west- 
ern front before July 1, 1918. The recent 
German, political crisis was largely fic- 
titious,~ but it did serve te disclose a 
real undercurrent of unrest, a growing 
realization that victory was impossible. 

The Russian collapse has enabled 
those in control of German affaira to 
persuade their people that victory is 
possible. It has given them one more 
chance to endeavor to break the nerves 
of their opponents. But it has not giv- 
en Germany a numerical superiority, or 
even a numerical equality—this can 
never have again uhless one of the 
western allies succumbs, and of this I 
see no prospect. 

In my judgment, we shall see another 
heavy British blow this year~—perhaps 
two. We shall have one mere clear 
‘demonstration of the superiority now 
possessed by the British over the Ger-

But today, when a deliberate and pur- 
poseful campaign is being made in this 
country to create the impression that 
Germany has won the war and peace 
should be made at once to escape the 
cost to the United States of continuing 
the struggle, I feel that I should em- 


phasize what seems to me the falsity |. 


of such views and arguments. 


All this sort of thing should be famil- 
iar to Americans. We ‘had the same 
thing in 1864 and 1865, when the down- 
fall of the Confederacy was but a few 
days off; exactly this sort of campaign: 
ing was going on and the North was 
full of Copperheads, traitors and faint 
hearts. Yet the fate of the Confed- 
eracy was sealed at Gettysburg, and ‘n 
my judgment, ag I wrote here a year 
and a half ago, Verdun was a secon 
Gettysburg, with the Germans playing 
the Confederate role. 

Had Russia been able to do this year 
what she did last this would probably 
have been the last year of the war. If 
Russia can rally in time for next spring 
the end will, I think, come very swiftly. 
But even if Russia does not rafly, if 
the United States does what ia in her 
power to do, I do not think that the 
fourth anniversary of the war will see 
any survival of German hope--not of 
victory,.but of escaping defeat. 

We have all of us come, insensibly, to 
play the German game a little and to be- 
lieve far too much in t the infallibility of 
German Generals and’ the invincibility 
of German armies. Yet from the Marne 
to the present hour every German of- 
f:ngive in the west has failed, and the 
steady deterioration of German armies 
has been revealed by the marked in- 
creage in prisoners, guns, ground gained 
by successive attacks, 


Beware of German Propaganda. 


In my judgment, no small! part of the 
depression we all feel about us here is 
due to a well-intentioned but hardly 
well-controlled desire to make the pic- 
ture black in order to awaken Ameri- 
cans, the theory being that they are not 
yet sufficiently awake. I believe this 
because I do not see in the military 
situation, granted that America does her 
part, any cause for pessimism what- 
ever.

might be derived by Americans :if they }- 


would sit down and read the history of 
the campaigns of 1868 in the Civil War, 
and after it Lincoln's Second Inaugural 
Address. In my judgment, the end of 
the campaign of 1918 will see Germany 
decisively beaten, and I do not think 
the submarine can prevent this defeat 
in that time.

WOMEN'S CANNERY 
OPENS RECEIVING 
POINTS IN COUNTY 


Surplus Farm Products Will Be 
Gathered at Four Centrally 
Located Places. 


NEW OPERATION 


PLAN 


Various Organizations Will Fur- 
nish Workers on Certain 
Assigned Days. 


The Women’s Central Committee on 
Food Conservation last week. opened re- 
ceiving stations for the handling of sur- 
plus farm products. at Overland Park, 
Florissant, Bridgeport and Jennings. 
The produce will be used at the com- 
munity cannery at 62 North Feurth 
street. | 
Mrs. A. A. Flanders, 4519 Lacleds ave- 
nue,, and Mrs. W. B. Weston, 4727 Mc- 


Pherson avenue canvassed St. Louis 
County in automobiles last week in 
search of available foodstuffs for the 
cannery. Their mission met with such 
encouragement that as a result, Mrs. E 
W. Lewis will open her residence at 
Overland Park to receive the produce 
offered by the farmers of that neigh- 
borhood; Mrs. Herman von Schren wil: 
look after all the surplus products con- 
signed to the cannery by the farmers of 
the Florissant district; Mrs. H. Horton 
of Bridgeton, will receive at her' home 
the surplus from that vicinity ana Ars. 
J. B. Bass of Jennings will accept con- 
signments from the truck gardens of the 
northeastern part of the county. 
At the last meeting of the Executive 
Board of the Women’s Central Commit- 
tee on Food Conservation, a decision 
was reached to put the cannery on a 
war basis along the same plans as those 
adopted by the Red Cross in -its work 
shop in the Kinloch Building, where dif- 
ferent organizations and relief bodies 
take over the entire work room on Cer- 
tain days of the month and fill out its 
complement of helpers with volunteers 


In line with this policy the produce 
canned and dried at the cannery wil 
be disposed of through two main chan- 
nels. Sixty per cent of it will be de- 
voted to surely charitable and relief 
purposes and the remainder put on the 
open market. Distribution of the re- 
lief apportionment will be effected 
through the Red Cross organization for 
civilian relief among the families and de- 
pendents of men drafted or volunteering 
for war service; through the local or- 
ganized charity bodies for distribution 
among the poor and needy of the city 
and through food cafeterias to he es- 
tablished soon by the Women’s Central 
Committee on Food Conservation, where 
it will be sold at actual cost to fanilies 
of limited means. ‘ 
The other 40 per cent of the cannery’s 
output will be disposed of at a fair rate 
of profit, in order to secure the finan- 
cial stability of the undertaking, 
through orders solicited and taken 
among those of the city who are i: po- 


sition to pay a profit giving price for the 
canned goods. From this latter market 


it is expected to provide a surplus <api- 
tal with which the cannery directorate 
may purchase more fruit and vegetables 
in open market, thus increasing its ca- 
pacity. y

Reorganization by Body: Which 
Brekenridge Jones Heads. 


BANKER SCORES PROPOSAL 


If All Bonds Were Taken m on 
Same Basis but $1,000,000 
Would Be Left to Stock- 
holders. 


* J. A. Hamilton, cashier of the First 
National Bank of Marissa, Ill., yester- 
day gave out for publication copies of 
letters between himself and Breckin- 
ridge Jones, chairman of a committee of 
United Railway 4 per cent general mort- 
gage bondholders, which brought to 
light two important points in connection 
with the proposed United Railways mill 
tax settlement. They are: 

1. That the bondholders are to be 
assessed not exceeding 1 per cent of 
the par value of the $32,231,000 bond 
issue, or, not in excess of $322,310, to 
pay the expenses of the committee. 

2. That the committee, in the reor- 
ganization of the United Railways 
Co., will insist upon the 4 per cent 
bonds being taken in at par value, 
although they were selling at 56 when 
the negotiations for the settlement 
were commenced, and the most re- 
cent sales were at 61% 

If the holders of all of the $59,000,000 
of outsanding bonds should be assessed 
1 per cent of their par value, a fund of 
$590,000 would be raised for expenses. 
And if all of the holders of the $59,- 
000,000 of bonds insist upon having par 
value for their holdings, there would be 
left only $1,000,000 in the $60,000,000 of pro- 
posed capitalization for the holders of 
$42,000,000 of preferred and common 
stock. 


Proposed Assessment Criticised. 
In one 4"; his letters to Jones, Hamil- 


ton severely criticised the proposal to 
assess the bondholders 1 per cent of the 
face value of the bonds. He said: 

“You certainly know, Mr. Jones, that 
it is bad business to turn over $32,231,000 
worth of bonds to a committee, which, I 
understand, has not been selected by the 
holders of the bonds. 

“It may seem fair to you to ask 
bondholders to agree to pay $322,310 
to the committee for reorganizing a 
company, which, according to news- 
paper reports, and the opinion of a 
g00d many people, appears to have 
been a very sinful organization in the 
beginning, and I assure you that it 
does not seem honest or fair for any 
committee to set itself up and send 
out circulars asking bondholders to 
agree to put their bonds in the hands 
of a committee who have the nerve 
to ask this amount of money for re- 
organization purposes, even though 
you seem to hold out the inducement 
that you will try to get par for our 
bonds.” 

Hamilton said he did not see any 
good reason that a meeting of the 
bondholders should not be called at 
which they could ask questions, and 


‘he declared that he would not de- 


3 


posit his bonds with the committee. 

If the reorganization plan of the 
committee to get par for the four per 
cent bonds should §prevail, and all 
other bonds should be taken in at 
par, and the ordinance should be- 
come effective, about $27,000,000 of 
value would be added to the bonds by 
the settlement. <A large part of this 
value would be at the expense of the 
preferred and common stockholders, 
who would get less than one-fortieth 
of the par value of their holdings. 


Committees All Volunteer Bodies. 
Several volunteer committees have 


been organized to represent the in- 
terest of different classes of bond 


‘holders, but none of the committees 


has been elected by the bondholders 
themselves. There is also a volun- 
teer readjustment committee, headed 
by Festus J. Wade, whose object will 
be to readjust the interests of all 
stock and bondholders in the reor- 
ganization on a $60,000,000 capital 
basis. 

Breckinridge Jones is in Rye Beach 
spending the summer, but an official 
of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
who is representing him in the bond 
negotiations, said yesterday that the 
expenses of the committee might not 
amount to one per cent of the par 
value of the bonds, or $320,000, and 
that the bondholders would be called 
upon to pay only the actual expenses 
of the committe. He said he had 
written the letter to Hamilton, signed 
by Jones, which stated that the com- 
mittee would try to have the four per 
cent bonds taken in at par in the re- 
organization.

One Man Supplies 1200 Packages 
Every Two Weeks. 
BASE AMERICAN FLOTILLAS IN

lar American brand of cigarette tobacco 
are sent every two weeks to thé crew 
of one of the American destroyers here 
by a prominent New York business man 
who is a relative of the commanding 
officer of the ship.

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BRITAIN STILL CONTROLS SEA 


German Naval Expert Says German 
Fieet Is Unequal to Mect 

| Enmemy’s Force. 

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 4-—Capt. Per- 
sius, naval expert of the Berliner Tage- 
blatt, in a review of the third naval 
year of the war, says the superiority of 
the British fleet, despite heavy losses, 
is great enough to justify its claim that 
it controls the seas. The German fleet 
is unequal to meet it. 

The high seas fleet, in conjunction 
with the coast defense guns, submarines 
and mines, will undoubtedly be able to 
beat off all attacks and keep the en- 
emy from the coast, but he adds warn- 
ingly that German minds should give no 
room to views of an offensive activity 
of the fleet, which is based on an in- 
Secure foundation and an unproved 
hypothesis. 

All this flatly contradicts the Ad- 
miralty view frequently expressed in 
official and semi-official reports and 
in the Emperor’s Skagerrak message 
that the Germans had decisively defeat- 
ed Britain and wrested from it mastery 
at sea. 

All naval critics, except Capt. Persius, 
clearly promulgated this thesis, and an 
outburst of rage by Count von Re 
ventlow and Capt. von Kuehlwetter and 
others against him is expected. 

Capt. Persius says that every intelli- 
gent German realizes that uwmrestricted 


energy until England realizes it is more 
profitable to discuss peace than to ac- 


hand, he warns against superoptimism 
for a too speedy success in the subma- 
rine war, in view of the amount of 
world tonnage and the great shipbuild- 
ing possibilities available for the en- 
tente. ' 


GERMAN UNIVERSITY IN U. S, 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 4—Establishment 
of the German University in the United 
States in order to increase the influence 
of German-Americans in that country is 
suggested by Rudolf Eucken, formerly a 
university exchange professor. 
Discussing in the Hamburger Nach- 
richten what he called small influence 
exercised by German-Americans, Prof. 
Eucken attributed this to the lack of 
higher German educational institutions 
in America and of a pro-German press 
in England. Both these defects, he said, 
could be remedied.

FOUR SALOONS CHARGED WITH 
VIOLATING CAMP ZONE LAW 


Owners Will Appear Before Federal 
Grand Jury to Meet in St. Joseph 
in September. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 4.—Four 
saloonkeepers of Drydale are to ap- 
pear before the Federal grand jury 
which will meet in St. Joseph in Sep- 
tember to answer charges of viojating 
President Wilson's proclamation pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors 
within a five-mile zone around military 
encampments. Francis M. Wilson, dis- 
trict attorney, drafted the complaints 
oe afternoon. Today John R. 
Jones, John G. Baker, Joel E. Ryan 
and William J. Hancock, gave them- 
selves up and were placed under arrest. 
They were taken before Harry lL. Ar- 
nold, U. 8. Commissioner, where they 
pleaded not guilty and waived prelim- 
inary hearing. Bonds were fixed at 
$2500 for appearance at St. Joseph and 
they were released. The saloonkeepers 
had eight lawyers and bondsmen with 
them. 

Pending a hearing of the cases the sa- 
loons of Drydale may remain opan if 
they care to face the possibilities of 
further prosecutions. Wilson says the 
Government does not have the arbitrary 
power to padlock the doors. However, 
he has ruled that the incorporation af 
Drydale with Stillings will not be a 
bar to further arrests as contended by 
attorneys for the saloonkeepers.

Result of Five Months’ Experi- 
1. ment on Farm of U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
( ited amounts has been fej, since 
last November, with excellent 

results, to a pen of 30 pullets on the ex- 
periment farm of the U. 3. Department 
of Agriculture, a bulletin issued in 
Washington says. These pullets aver- 
aged)52.3 eggs each in 20 weeks, from 
Novi1t to March 2, which is practicaily 
equal to the best egg yield received this 
year from any of the other experimen- 
tal rations. No bad effects have been 
noted from this feed, either in the eggs 
cr in the condition of the fowls, and 
the hens eat this feed freely. The ta- 
tion is as follows: 

Scratch Mixture: 1 pound cracked 
corn, 1 pound wheat, 1 pound oats. 

Dry Mash; 2 pounds cottonseed meal, 
2 pounds of beef scrap, 4 pounds bran. 
5 pounds middlings, 9 pounds cornmeal. 

The scratch mixture is fed sparingiy 
so that the hens eat'about equal parts 
of this mixtures and of the dry mash. 

A large per cent of cottonseed meal ‘n 
a dry mash without any beef scrap has 
not given satisfactory results. Pullets 
fed a ration with 33 per cent cottcnseed 
meal averaged only 33.2 eggs apiece in 
one year. A considerable per cent of 
these eggs had discolored yolks, with 
green or brownish-green ‘spots, making 
them unfit for market. The hens did 
not like this mash and had to be forced 
to eat it by feeding a very limited 
amount of scratch grains. 
These results appear to indicate that 
cottonseed meal can be fed at the rate

Mo.. of the answers to the foregoing 
questions would necessarily have to be 
based on the personal experience and 
opinion of the person doing the answer- 
ing. No contest, or series of contests, 
or investigational work of experiment 
stations has produced conclusive results 
that might furnisl. authoritative re- 
plies to these questions, except in a 
few instances. You have not specified 
which variety of Plymouth Rocks you 
have in mind, a fact which would make 
a material difference. 


There is| no established standard 
weight. of Leghorns, or of any other 
breed of (the Mediterranean class. 


Standard weights of mature birds of 
the other two breeds follows: Rhode Is- 
land Reds—cock, 8% pounds; hen, 6% 
pounds. Plymouth Rocks—cock, 912 
pounds; hen, 7% pounds. 

In the number of.eggs laid, Brown 
Leghorns, taken as a whole, show a 
better average than the other two. But 
reduced to pounds, Leghorn eggs laid 
in a given time would show little if any 
excess over the others. Leghorns lay 
smaller eggs than either the Reds or 
Rocks- So long as the present practice 
of selling eggs by the dozen is con- 
tinued, Leghorns have the advantage 
from the standpoint of egg production. 
Either the Rocks or Reds would make 
better broilers than the Leghorns, in 
our opinion. We would prefer one of 
the Plymouth Rock varieties, but that 
is merely a matter of personal choica. 
The sAéme reasons would govern our 
choice of Plymouth Rocks for meat 
production in general. As a general 
purpose fowl! it is difficult to beat the 
Rhode Island Reds; and they would be 
our choice among the three breeds 
named. 

Plymouth Rock is the name given to 
one breed of fowls, which includes sey- 
eral varieties. One of these varieties 
is known as Barred Plymouth Rock, 
obtaining its name from the character- 
istic markings of the plumage.

TO BE ABSORBED, IS REPORT 


Contracts Said to Have 


It Will Become Part of Big Department 
Store— Week in Realty Quiet. 


Been Closed Whereby 


The first week of August was com- 
paratively quiet in so far as trans- 
fers involving cash considerations re- 
flect the realty market condition. 


Reports of contemplated moves on 
the downtown checkerboard fur- 
nished the chief topic of discussion.

An ounce of 


the United States, there has recently been 

firmly established near Austin, Tex., a silk 

plantation of 40 acres which gives every 

promise of unqualified success. The trees 

covering the 40 acres of this plantation 

? were imported from France and are of 
the most. approved variety for feeding the worms. The 
fact that the production of cocoons is going forward 
at the rate of 40,000 a month shows what can be done 
in this industry. 

It has been found that climatic and other conditions 
im Texas make it the ideal place for the development of 
the silk industry. The silk crop is surer than any other 
crop and involves little risk or trouble, 
while the occupation is pleasant and 
the returns are safe and substantial. A 
crop grows every 25 days and six crops are 
produced in a year, whereas, in Europe, the 
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A fultgrown silk worm on a mulberry leaf.

geason lasts but two months, and only one crop 4 year 
is produced. Furthermore, the soil of Texas is so well 
adapted to the cultivation of the mulberry trees that they 
can be grown in a few nionths, while in Europe they re- 
quire at least five years. 


What is known here as the mulberry tree is called 
the golden tree in China, because the tree has brought 
golden harvests to the successful silk growers of that 
country. Witb the splendid conditions for the success- 
ful cultivation of -silk surrounding the people of the 
South, it is a marvel that they have not long ago de- 
elared their independence of the European silk grow- 
ers and entered upon an industry that is more remunera- 
tive than agriculture, horticulture, lumber or mine in- 
dustry. The American people, especially those living in 
the favored South, could and should raise their own 
raw silk, and thus keep at home the $200,000,000 which 
they pay out to foreign countries each year for their 
raw silk. Think of a country where six crops can be 
made in one silk-producing season, and where the sea- 
gon extends from March to October. How does that 
compare with cotton, which requires 49 weeks for its

The 
white mulberry is the 
best and is preferred by 
successful growers at the 
age of one to two years. 
These trees will produce 
from 20 to 30 pounds of 
leaves each, or, in other 
words, 400 2-year-old 
trees will produce 12,000 
pounds of leaves. The 
proper way to cultivate 
mulberry trees is to plant 
them 12 feet apart, allow- 
ing 302 trees to the acre. 
It will thus be seen that 
for the production of the above crop of dry cocoons two 
acres of land will be sufficient, but if the trees develop

can easily fasten his gelatinous framework. He works 
sluggishly at first, gluing together in his mouth the 
two threads of silk that come from the large glands on 
either side of the body, and weaving a glistening silk web 
of thin, scarcely discernable threads. In three days the 
worm is hidden in a thick envelope of soft threads. As 
the cocoon grows, the worm diminishes, so that at the 
completion of the aweb he is one-third of his original 
size. The finished cocoon is a silky, delicate, oblong 
structure, whose natural color is a very creamy yelicw. 
The cocoon of the male has a slightly drawn portion 


around the middle, so that it dips in the center. The 
cocoon of the female is regular. At this time

Silkworm eggs may be kept in cold storage 
at a temperature of 32 to 35 degrees, for @ 
period of 10 to 20 years. When desired for 
hatching they are placed in wooden boxes, 
with an even temperature of 50 to 75 degrees. 
After eight days a tiny, ugly and ravenously 
hungry worm appears. He has eight eyes, 
six short feet and eight sprawling hind ones. 
Sometimes he is banded or otherwise charac- 
terized by racial marks. He grows slowly 
until about 10 days old, and sheds his skin 
every six or seven days.

Since the exit of the*moth weakens the end of the co- 
coon, to obtain the best quality of silk the worm must 
be sacrificed. The cocoon is placed in a chemical sub- 
stance which kills the inclosed moth. It is then soaked 
in warm water for a couple of hours. By turning the 
cocoon around, the tiny, loose end of the thread is found 
and placed on & four-pronged cog, which revolves and 
gradually unwinds the 18,000 yards of the cocoon into a 
smooth hank. This raw material is then ready to be sent 
North to the manufacturers. 


Before the war raw silk sold for $3.50 per pound. Now 
the price is $8. Nor is it likely to be lowered in the 
near future. There are @ thousand cocoons in a pound. 
Each pound of silk makes from 10 to 50 yards of goods. 
Strange as it may appear, it is much cheaper to make 
silk into goods than it is to make cotton. The short 
fiber of the cotton must be spun into thread, while the 
silk hank is one unbroken thread 18,000 yards in length, 
and is ready to be spun directly into cloth. The United 
States in 1914 imported $200,000,000 worth ‘of raw silk. 
This equals in value a bumper crop of cotton in Texas. 


Dr. V. K. Osigian, an Armenian and a graduate of the 
Universities of Turkey and France, is in charge of the 
Austin farm. He is at work on one of the most inter- 
esting problems connected with the production of silk. 
Like the magicians of fable and fairyland, he possesses 
. secret compound which he sprinkles on the mulberry 
leaves, and the worms react to this and produce colored 
threads. To what point this formula and its reactions 
in producing fadeless, dyed-in-the-making silk can be 
carried is, as yet, problematical. But Dr. Osigian is 
hopeful that a species may be found which will be char- 
acterized by the production of certain colors, and the 
from these certain cross colors may be evolved. 

There are now 12,000 trees in the Austin farm and 
100,000 trees which will be ready to set out on Nov. 1, 
1917.

NCLE SAM is noted for tackling big jobs 
and finishing them. The Panama Canal 
is an example. But in the construction: 
of the “war cities” which are to house 
the half-million and more men of the 
new national army while they are in 
training, he expects to complete on time 

the greatest building undertaking ever accomplished by 
a nation within two months, Incidentally, he has placed 
one of the largest orders for lumber and building ma- 
terial in his entire history.. The whole preject calls for 
an expenditure of nearly $100,000,000. Under the agree- 
ment of the War Department with contractors, they .are 
paid at the rate of cost, plus 7 per cent. 

Each cantonment will house from 40,000 to 50,000 men. 
The magnitude of the task may be understood when it 
is stated that each majer cantonment, of which there are 
to be 16, in addition te a number of smaller camps, ne- 
cessitates the construction of 1500 or more buildings, 
many of them large, two-story barracks quarters. Vir- 
tually 50,000. carpenters and other artisans have been 
recruited for this service, and nermal building opera- 
tions in many cities in the vicinity of camp sites have 
been almost suspended for the time, workmen being 
taken off half-finished structures and called imto the 
emergency service of the Government. In spite of the 
many men now engaged, the constant cry is for more 
and mere carpenters. 

Twenty buildings a day, on an average, are being 
comple’ed at each cantonment, and it is hoped to in- 
crease th's numer to 30. Although Sunday work has 
generally been thought unnecessary heretofore, it is ex- 
pected to be put into effect shortly. 

At Camp Travis, Fort Sam Houston, Tex., the other 
day, a big barracks structure rose from the ground in 
exactly an hour and a half, and a similar record was 
made at Camp Taylor, Louisville, Ky., in an efficiency 
test. 

At Louisville one of the administration buildings is 
said to have been built partly of lumber cut from a Mis- 
sissippi pine forest less than a week before. The trees 
were felled and went through the mill Saturday, were 
kiln-dried Sunday, loaded Monday on special cars com- 
mandeered by the Government, rushed to Louisville 
on almost paisenger schedule time and when the car- 
penters at Camp Taylor laid down their tools at the end 
of work the fellowing Saturday men were moving desks 
and other office paraphernalia inte a house which had 
been part of the forest six days previously. 

Fifty to 70 caridads of Southern yellow pine are con- 
sumed daily in the building 
operations at the camp. The 


part of the buildings at Camp Taylor, Louisville, 
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the Louisville cantonment, principally Alabama,. Mis- 
sissippi and Filerida mills were given the order. When 
the Little Rock, Ark., cantonment order was filled it was 
placed with the Arkansas mills. Other cantonments 
which have so far been provided for by the bureau in- 
clude Chillicothe, O.; Des Moines, San Antonio and Fort 
Riley, Kan. ; 

When the order for the Louisville cantonment ar- 
rived it was late Saturday afternoon. The bureau's 
force immediately brought the long-distance telephone 
inte service, got in touch personally with the director of 
every available mill, worked throughout Saturday night, 
all day Sunday and until late Sunday night, when the 
last part of the erder was placed. By early Monday 
morning, notwithstanding the Sunday heliday, some of 
the lumber had been loaded on cars-and was being 
rushed to Louisville. 

Normally it would have required weeks, it net months, 
to place a volume of business of this size, especially 
when it came almost simultaneously with orders for a 
large part of materials for San Antonio and Fort Riley, 
not te mention several million feet which were sent to 
‘Leon Springs, Tex. 

Each cantonment will be virtually a city in itself, with 
streets, blocks, sewers, electric lights, railroad yards, 
water lines, garbage incinerators and the like. 

In the construction of the Panama Canal the Govern- 
ment expended about $40,000,000 a yedr; for the canton- 
ments fully as much probably will be expended in a 
quarter of the time. 

Each cantonment will require about 4000 carloads of 
material, it is estimated, assuming that all the material 
must be brought to the site by rail. This makes a total 
of 64,000 carloads for the 16 cantonments. 

Lumber is the big item, some 26,000,000 feet, or 1325 
carloads, being the requirement for a typical cantoument. 
Roofing nails alone will fill one modern freight car. 
Crushed stone for the roads will make 812 carloads. 

Here are some of the other items: Twenty-eight thou- 
sand squares of rooffng, 60 cars; 20 carloads nalls and 
hardware, 20 carloads of plumbing, 192 carloads of tanks, 
heaters, stoves, ranges, piping, electrical materials, re- 
frigerators and the like: railroad materia! for five miles 
of track, divided into 30 carleads of ties and other tim- 
ber, 20 carioads of spikes, rails, fish plates, etc.. and 114 
carioads ballast; 10 carloads of electric light poles, 
wires, insulators, etc. 4 

Materials for 12,000 cubie yards of concrete will take 70 
carloads of cement, 350 carloads of stone and 175 carloads 
of sand.

Thes@ sailors told them that in attacking the 
Austrian fleet the allied boats had narrowly escaped 
killing the survivors of a French submarine that had 
been sunk and the crew of which had been rescued 
by Austrian. gunboats. 

What submarine it was they were at a loss to 
know, but as time passed and nothing was heard 
from the Monge they became convinced that it must 
have been. her. This conviction was strengthened 
two months later when Mme. Roland Morillot, wife 
of Lieut. Morillot, commander of that boat, received 
a letter signed “Crew of the Monge,” mailed from the 
concentration camp for prisoners at Deutsch Gabel, 
Bohemia, of which the following is a translation in 
part: 

“Notwithstanding the distance, we 
unite our grief with yours in weep- 
ing over the memory of him who in 
spite of all, will ever remain our 
Captain. Stricken by a blow of 
fate, just when victory smiled most 
brightly, Commandant Morillot died 
lixe a hero, after having accom- 
lished the impossible to save his 
vessel and his crew.” 

More months elapsed, then Chief 
Master Electrician Joffry and Quar- 
termaster Mahe, both of the Mon- 
ge, were returned to France from 
Austria, in an exchange of crippled 
prisoners. And they told the story. 

The Monge belonged to the class 
of submarines that have to use a 
steam engine for recharging their 
diving accumulators. It had been 
scouting ahead of the rest of the 
flotilla and had crept close to the 
Bocche di Cattaro that night when 
the Austrian fleet came out. At 
2:15 a. m. Commandant Morillot 
sighted the lights of the Austrian 
vessels.. How many he couldn’t tell, 
nor how far away they were. He 
submerged to 20 feet, leaving the 
night periscope above the surface. 
Suddenly he was aware of a rapidly 
approaching huge black mass, and 
was giving orders to fire a torpedo 
from the port tube when a hither- 
to unseen vessel passed at 30 knots 
right over the Monge. Its keel 
struck the submarine; the shock 
was terrific. The little boat rolled 
almost over. The conning tower was 
smashed and the sea poured in 
through a gaping hole. : 

The crew of the Monge tumbled in 
heaps against the partitions of the 
compartments in which they hap- 
pened to be. The stern dropped, 
the bow rose and the boat began 
sinking stern foremost at an angle 
of. 30 or 40 degrees. Abominable 
gases rose as the sea water flooded 
the tanks ‘of sulphuric acid. 

-The electric ‘lights went out. The 
iio wobbled downwards in pitch 
darkness.

Chief Electrician Joffry relate: 

“Clutching the periscope table,” he said, “the Com- 
mandant faces this blow. He is the man of the hour 
whom nothing disconcerts. He orders that all sub- 
merging tanks be emptied. Several times he repeats 
the order to discharge the water. But the compressed 
air is not powerful enough to expel it, and we continue 
to sink. The hull creaks all over, but especially 
astern, for the stern, by reason of the angle at which 
Wwe are going down, is 60 feet lower and under a pres- 
sure of two atmospheres greater than the bow. It is 
the steel heart of the Monge that is groaning. We 
must have at least 180 or 200 feet of water above us. 
Believing that this is the end, we sing the ‘Marseil- 
laise.’ ”’ 

Quartermaster Mahe says the electric batteries 
were short-circuited by the crash and the inrush of 
water. The,turbines stopped at the moment the lights 
went out. 

“But if we see nothing, we can hear,” adds the 
brave Mahe. “We hear everything, and every noise 
echoes like a knell: dull murmurs of surging water, 
nerve-wracking falls of men and things. Questions 
anxiously spoken, crash of objects upon each other, 
sinister creakings of the hull under the terrible and 
ever-increasing pressure. The smell of. burning, the 
vile emanation of chlorine—forerunners of asphyxia 
are smelt everywhere, and grip our throats. Tango, 
the bob-tailed Arab dog is stuck somewhere between 
the boilers.” 

All at once, in this antechamber of death, there rises 
a song! To the steel heart of the Monge the even 
more highly tempered hearts of the French sailors

hymn for France at 200 feet below 
the surface of the ocean. Yes, in 
their half-O6verturned, flooded cage, 
which threatens to crush like an 
eggshell, they sing! No-audience is 
theirs and, so far ag they know, no 
one will ever know-how they met 
their end, but no matter, it is for themselves they 
sing, possessed by the sublime exaltation that makes 
martyrs and heroes. 

Groping about, they manage to make a lamp flash 
for a few seconds. This reveals the full gravity of 
the situation, for it shows the pointers of the mano- 
meters standing still at their limit, proving that they 
are far below the greatest depth permitted the Monge. 

Commandant Morillot’s hand is upon the lever that 
controls the lead ballast, his last resource, byt he 
hesitates to release it. If the leads be released the 
submarine will rise to the surface, but must be cap- 
tured at once, for she will then be unable ever to sub- 
merge again. He looks at the men in the fitful light 
of the flashing lamp, questioning them with his eyes, 
as he thinks: If it is good to live, it is also good 
to die for one’s country. Their silence responding to 
his immobility expresses their acquiescence in the 
sacrifice. 

But at last, under the devedtion of the commander, 


the engineers get the turbines working again. The 
creaking diminishes, then ceases. Ensign Appell 
strikes a match and holds it to the manometer. The 


pointer moves from its maximum (135 feet). ; 
“Courage!’’ he cries. “We are rising.” 
Quick, to the periscopes! Alas, one of them hes 
gone and the other is blind! Still they rise. Sud- 
denly a crash above, and then another. Four shells 
explode right overhead. They are at the surface and 
the Austrians are firing on them! There is nothing 
for it but to submerge again, come what may. Scarce- 
ly has the Commandant given the order than a shell 
bursts right in the port periscope chamber, tearing a 
great hole in the hull. This time 
nothing can save the Monge. 
Only now does the Captain let go 
the lead ballast. Since his vessel 
is lost, he will profit by the brief 
respite this momentary lighten- 
ing will cause to save the crew. 
After closing the water valves 
he orders the forward hatchway 
opened and leads his men to it. 
“Not that way, my boy,” he 
says to those who take the 
wrong direction. “This way. As 
soon as you get out, leap over- 
board to. show that the Monge is 
sinking: and stop the enemy’s 
fire,” 
Flashes from a lighthouse on 
2s show; the men’ leaping 

verboard and the boat sinking 
lower and lower. The Austrians 
have ceased their fire. 

“We marched forward singing 
fhe Marseillaise,” said Joffry, 
“and with a cry of ‘Vive la 
France,’ we jumped. Then, noth- 
ing under our feet. Good-by, 
Monge. Going under, we swal- 
lowed some water, then rose to 
the surface. We felt the shock 
of an explosion. The floating 
debris of the deck helped us to 
swim. Twelve of us clung to 
the floating gangway, swimming 
with our feet, for half an hour. 
Quartermasters Morel and Gou- 
lard were missing. We heard 

-Morel.call, but he disappeared. 
At last boats from the enemy de- 
stroyers came.and picked -us up, 
18 of us, and the second in com- 
mand on the Balaton and seven 

_ of us on the Czepel.” 

And Morillot? He went down 
with the Monge. The details of 
his. end are uncertain, but it -is 
not difficult to reconstruct them. 
Jofiry says:
